Welcomes Record Attendance At McG ill— Touches Upon 
Wonderful Record Of M cGill Overseas — Declares 
Necessity For Education in Order That Bolshevism 
and Anarchy May Be P ustrated-Greatest Discovery 
Of War is Education.

Yesterday afiorooon Acting Prin- 
cipal Adanm dnllvcrcd the SRth Inau- 
gural addrrnn In thn Aaupmbly Hall 
Of tht> Royal Victoria CoIIckp. Iipforo 
a largp attendance of. atudenta. Tho 
chairman of the moctlna wait Dr. 
Moyie, Dean of the Faculty <>f Art* 
and Vico-Prlnclpal of the University. 

Dr. Adam» In opnnlns his addrens 
hpoke of thlh yrar'H rnrolmrpt aa be- 
ing Ujc larReat known In the hlRtory 
of the unlveralty. totalling about two 
thousand, exclusive of the atudenta 
at Macdnnald College. 

Continuing. Dr. Adams stated th«t 
in many respects the year 191!) was 
a turning point In the history of Mc 
QUI. This year our late principal. 
Sir William Peterson, was obliged, 
dun to ill health, to retire from active 
life. Mo had not however lost Inter- 
est In our work. As proof of this a 
cable from Sir William was read 
which was as follows "Best wishes 
for new season", signed "Peterson". 
Dean Adams also paid a high trlbuto 
to his oiganlzInK ability. 

The resignation of Sir William 
necessitated the selection of a new 
Principal. The Hoard of Governors 
wore fortunate In tills respect, In 
securing the Right Hon. Sir Auck- 
land Ocddes, K.C.n., D.C., who had 
formerly held tho Chair of Anatomy 
at McOlll, during which time he re- 
organized his department and also 
achieved the love and good will of 
«:i the students with whom he came 
In < oiitact. At lite outbreak of the 
war ho was called to England, served 
In the war. was wounded. Incapaci- 
tated for further active service and 
fiven a government appointment. 
At the present time he holds the' 



war," The Acting Principal also 
pointed out that we, as educsted men 
and women, must use our Influence 
to hold our country in peace. .This 
can be accomplished by fstnillarlzlng 
ourselves with the great problems of 
to-day. secondly with, the study of 
Economies and Political Science, and 
finally with the Resourrca of our 
Dominion.

important position of Minister ofi 
National Service and Reconstruction. 
He had planned to be here last May 
but, due to the extended Besslon of 
tho Peace Conference, the Govern- 
ment was unable to release him. Ho 
sent, by Dr. Adam», a message of re- 
gret at not being present, hut looked 

forward to seeing all at McGIII next 
fall. 

Continuing, the Acting Principal 
said it was not necessary to mention 
agsln McGIU's glorious achiovemcnui 
In the late war farther than to state 
thst approximately 2.670 graduates 
snd undergrudtiates had served st the 
front. Of these 311 fell in action, 
461 wen; wounded, 398 received de- 
corations, two of these being the Vic- 
toria Cross. 

Several new scholarships In me- 
mory of men who had fallen in action 
have been established. 

Dean Adams then dealt extensively 
with his trip Overseas last year, anil 
especially with the growth of the 
Educational Services. These have 
I t ally been established since tho end 
of the wnt. The G.S.O. Number Or.e 
was In England under the Command 
of Brigadier General McDonald, who 
is a graduate of the Fneulty of Ap- 
plied Science. There were in all 
five .McGIII men In. charge at this of- 
fice. The purpose of these schools 
was to remove so much idle time j ^,1,^ 
from the hands o| the soldiers. Tho | «— — 
Schools offered instruction In sub- 
jects of the first two years In Arts 
and Science and also the first year in 
Medicine and Lew, while three years 
in the Department of Theology. The 
Universities of Canada recognize the 
certificates of the Khaki University. 
In sddltion to the tralnig of College 
men fully five thousand men were 
taught to read and write. Since the 
establishment of these Canadwin 
Schools, similar onea have been In- 
augurated by Australia. New Zealand, 
Soulh Africa and also the Impériale. 

The Hon. Mr, Fisher, head of th- 
Educational Department In England. 
Acting Principal Adams stated, re- 
cently made the statement that 
amongst all the great dlacoverler. 
during the war the foremost was that 
of education. Thus the army of lo- 
dsy will bo the training ground for 
citizenship. 

Dr. Adams described seversl Inter- 
esting experiences which he wll leas- 
ed. One of great interest to us on i 
this, side was a visit lo the IJ5:' in n' 
British port. This submarine, it will 
be recalled, was very active on this 
of (he Atlantic. 

"We must look steadfastly for- 
ward," said Dr. Adams, "to the times 
of peace which contain great batUcs 
to be won even as in the tinea of 



Dr. "Pud" Argue, Med. H. and 
Manager of the McGIII Champion 
football Team of 1912, Is working 
in co-operation with Coach Shaug- 
nessy at the Stadium. 

Dr. Argue, after several years of 
active service overseas in connection 
*lih the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps, has returned to practice his 
profession In Montreal and inciden- 
tally to partake as far as possible in 
athletic activities at McOlll. He has 
a very vital connection with the Ath- 
letic Association and Is our represen- 
tative on Ihe Board of Governors of 
the Quebec division of the A.U. of C. 

At present in addition to Ojo work 
he is doing In connection with the 
McGIII squad he is raising the Old 
Hoys' Team, which is scheduled to 
play the university aggregation next 
Saturday. 



Plans are being formulated nt pres- 
ent whereby McGtll may have a band 
composed of Its undorgniduatea. 
prominent musician and band leader, 
s rradunte of the I'nlverslty, hue st 
nifled Ms wlllingncKs to take charge 
of thia work, snd he feels confident 
that with all the talent at the collcgs 
this year, h" ehould have no difficulty 
In organising n l>nnd which could play 
at all college functions nnd which 
would be a credit to the University. 

It Is obvloun that thin plan should 
receive the ardent support of the stu 
dents, A university the glze of Mo 
OH' his absolutely no excuse for not 
having an orchestra or band. The only 
musical iigrgruKnllon for the past few 
years ' as been the Mandoline Club, 
which has had n very successful ca- 
reer. This will undoubtedly he in ex- 
istent.- this year, nnd together with 
the proposed hand should make It pos- 
sible that the music at all Mofllll func- 
tions be provided by McClljl students. 

It Is to be hoped that all students at 
McOlll who can play wind Instruments 
will turn out nl the Initial practice, 
the dnte of which will he nniioimccd 
shortly.

The unfortunate tendency on the part of some men to hang back ^ , mvc a , wayH bcpn 
and allow others to bear the brunt of the responsibility for the sup- 
port of college activities is lu a certain extent already making itself 
felt in connection with the prospective football teams. The fact 
that a goodly number of men have been in uniform seems to have 
convinced certain players of more or less football ability that their 
services ait not required or that the teams will in any case not offer 
any opportunity to them. 

The fact of the matter is that the number of men at the prac- 
tices forin» a decidely poor basis on which to jtidRC the probable 
gth of the squads.

It is absolutely essential, if the' 
material is to be of the best, that every man, who has played foot- 
ball or who feels that be has any ability in this line, to turn out 
find try for a place on one of the three teams. 

Coach Shaughncssy issues through the medium of the Daily an 
urgent appeal to all .men who arc in any way capable of making a 
showing on the football field. There is no time to be lost. The 
first .inter-collegiate K^nie is only a little over three weeks distant, 
and McCill's standing in the league depends wholly upon immediate 
effort.

Society Has Ambitious Plans 
For Welfare of Under- 
grads. 

At a meeting of the publicity com- 
mittee of the Graduates' Society of 
McGill University, held rocenUy, many 
details wero settled with regard to the 
McC.III News, which is to be the offU 
clal publication of the society. Pro- 
fessor Stephen l.eneocU has consented 
to net as edltor-'in-chlof, with Mr. 
Ktic Leslie as hifl anslstant. Mr. A. J. 
Kelly will have charge of the deport- 
ment dealing with the reunion of grad- 
uates planned to take place, in 19^1. 
and Mr. John Kerry will be rcsponnlblu 
for the section devoted to sports. 
Personals will bo in charge of Mr. H. 
It. Morgan; university activities, Dr. 
J. A. Nicholson: student uctivlllcs, Mr. 
D. Stuart Forbes: branch societies, Mr. 
A. Knatt-hhull llugessen, and Mr. 
Hugh Griffith wilt be the business 
manager. The Royal Victoria College 
and Mncdonald College will also have 
representatives. The womon grad- 
uates will havo representation by a 
section devoted to their activities. The 
publication will be quarterly, the first 
Issue to appear on December 15th. 

Copies of the constitution of the 
Graduates' Society, with an explana- 
tory letter froir the president, have 
been mailed this werk to every gradu- 
ate of the university whose address 
can be ascertained. 

In addition to the publication of the 
Mcllill News and the arrangements for 
the reunion of 1921, the society in- 
cludes in its programme the election 
of governors. It is expected that tho 
twenty-five governors who form the 
board In control of the affairs of the 
university will permit three of their 
members to bo elected by the members 
of the Graduates' Society, thus insur- 
ing a responsible interest in the well- 
being of the university on tho purl of 
past students. 

In the department of Social Service 
the society has pledged Itsolf to con- 
tribute the stnn of a thousand dollars 
a year for Iho period of three years, 
beginning In 191S. to the training 
school for social workers of McGill 
University. 

The maintenance of an appolnimant 
bureau, through which appointments 
will be obtainable for McGill men, Is 
included in tho plans of the society, 
as well as a students' assistance fund 
through which loans will bo made to 
students who need money to complote 
their courses of study. By keeping In 
close touch with the life of the com- 
munity, the society will develop Its 
programme and direct Its work us the 
necessity of the hour dictates.

The air convention recently njned 
la Paris, providing »» It dore for the 
admluloa bj a slate or foreign air- 
rrall lo the air over it* territory, and 
lo lu aerodromet. marks an epoch in 
International arranietnrnt» to which 
no parallel can be round, tt la true 
that a rtiltlna ship enlert the terrl- 
torr of a slate, but inlt la only at the 
actual fronilcr. whilst InicmaUonat 
motgriiie la conftnnl to a negligible 
quantity or tourtit traffic. In all 
other n«r» tbe meant or conveying 
KOOtb or passengers across a state 
hare, been controlled by the state or 
If* ntllooeli, both with respect to 
rolling slock and roads, experience 
alone will show how rar. apart from 
commercial development, air trans- 
port will affect the relationa between 
slate and atate in advancing "Inter- 
national comity," but Ita potentlali- 
llea in thla direction are very great 
tteterelgaly of Air 
Tbe new code of International air 
law Is preaented as a convention in 
which are embodied the fundamentals 
of policy, technical details being rele- 
gated to anneiea. In tbe framing of 
It .the coinnilaalon found no difficulty 

' In deriding the vexed question of sov- 
ereignty In the air— a point which 
created ao much difficulty at tbe con- 
férence on air navigation In Paris In 
1910. The first article of the conven- 
tion recognUca aprclally the claims 
of sovereignty, and its tone through- 
out It to regard the admission of air- 
craft aa a conceaslon rather than n 
right. Nevertheless, provided that the 
conditions of the convention are ob- 
served, the contracting atates under- 
take In tlms oi peace to accord free- 
dom of "Innocent paaaage" to ibe air- 
craft of the other contracting atates, 
any restrictive regulations being ap- 
plied without distinction of national- 
ity. National sovereignty la iurther 
recognised by the rlgbl accorded to 
a state to declare prohibited areas for 
military reasons or In the Interests 
of publie safety, and It will be Inter- 
•a ting to see how far. In view of tho 
development of aerial photography, n 
stale will find It worth while to de- 

! dare prohibited areas for military

A separate chapter of tbe conven-

Great Britain, and one or each of the 
British dominions and India, and ono 
representative of each of the oiher 
contracting staler While the Brillait 
Kmplre as a whole will have six or 
poaallly seven representatives, it* 
voUnjf power will be the name aa that 
or one or the principal slates. The 
voting is so arranged that th.- five 



great atates, l( unanimous, will al- 
ways be in a majority. 

The commission will form a clear- 
ing house of Information of every 
kind concerning international air 
navigation; will carry out certain 
duties imposed specifically upon It 
by article! of the convention. Its 
most Important function, however, 
will be the amendment of the techni- 
cal annexes, in which respect it will 
act. aa It were, in a legislative ca- 
pacity. This power marks' a new de- 
parture In International arrange- 
ments. With the conatant progress 
In aerial science, a provision o( this 
kind, enabling an amendment of somo 
technical provision or requirement to 
bo made speedily, Is regarded as be- 
ing or great value, and may avoid tho 
necessity of denouncing the conven- 
tion or of calling a special Interna- 
tional conference, Tho commission 1b 
also empowered to set as a court or 
srbitrstlon in the case of the dis- 
agreement of two or more contract- 
ing mates relating to a purely tech- 
nical regulation. 

The convention only contemplates 
Hying In time of peace, and Its pro- 
visions do not affect the freedom of 
action of the contracting sûtes either 
as belligerents or as neutrals. Prob- 
ably for tbe first time In the history 
of International agreements, the Brit- 
ish dominions and India are "deemed 
to be states for tbe purpose or tbe 
present convention."

Mr. lleorge 
Thalben Ball, an the soloist; No more 
Ideal places could be found In which 
to » n to music of the grave and no- 
ble aort than thrae'old city churches of 
London, with their htstorla nssocla 
tlons, fine architecture, and splendid 
organs, and the public evidently val 
ilea Ita opportunities— to Judge »>y the 
support accorded to the recitals. The 
andlencea are drawn mainly from bus- 
iness men and women working In ad 
Jecent office», who gratefully sacrifice 
Ihclr tuncheon houra for tbe privilege 
of hearing good mualc, and many pro- 
fessional musical folk come also from 
far and near, attracted by the excel- 
lence of tho prog-rams. 

St. Mlohsel'a Cornhill. la one of the 
churches designed by Wren lo replace 
those destroyed in the great fire of 
l.i. ml'. n. and It In notable for Its In 
torlor, rich end sombre with rare 
carving. Here, on every Monday 
throughout the larger pari of esch 
year ainoe his appointment to the 
church. Dr. Drake has given hl« org^n 
recitals; usually with a Rood alnger 
or tntrtmnientallst to assist him. and 
always with a weill-deslgned program. 
In fact, eo comprehensive are his pro- 
grama chat the modost pamphlet ho 
Issued not long ago entitled "Record 
of a Hundred Organ Recitals" (hi 
whloh a list of tho works performed 
between May , 191« and April 1919. is 
set forth in alphabetical order) might 
very well serve ns a handbook to the 
beat organ music of flvo centuries. 

The Temple Church was built by the 
Knights Templars in 1116 after the 
modol of the Church of the Holy Hep 
ulohrc In Jerusalem, wbllc tho newer 
part, the clioh-, was added In 1240. the 
whole building possessing those su- 
perb acoustic properties which seem 
a prerogative of Oothic architecture 
The organ, constructed by Father 
Smith In 1088, In famous for its soft, 
sweet, yet brilliant lone, and it has 
a groat tradition. Henry Purcoll and 
Dr. John Mow were among tho first to 
play upon It; Dr. K. J. Hopkins (or- 
ganists here from ISfS to 1S9S) was 
one of the foremost church musicians of 
hla day; and his successor, Dr. H. Wal- 
ford Davies, hns raised even higher yot 
the already high prestige of Die post. 
Now Mr. Thalbon Hall succeeds to 
(hose honors, and he bids fair to up- 
hold them worthily, for ho Is an ex- 
ceptionally gifted musician, und shares 
With Puroçll the distinction of being 
one of the youngest men ever appoint- 
ed to a great London organlslshlp. 
The organ recitals which he has Just 
given In the Temple Church at 1.30 on 
each Thursday In July were such ns 
lo appeal lo all music lovers for the 
works ohoieh ranged from a fugue in 
V by lluxtchilde (that grand old or- 
ganist who In 177.1, ntarted the famous 
annual "Aticnilinuxikcn" at l.ubook, 
which Ruch once tramped SU mile* to 
heai ) to such modern things us John 
Ireland's "Ktrgluc Romance," Sir Hu- 
bert Parry's chorale preludes and a 
gavotte by WeJfbrd Davleg. Other 
Items Included were the noble prelude 
and fugue in II minor by Baoh, a num- 
ber or pieces by Cesar J'ranck. and the 
Reulike sonata, noted for Its extreme 
difficulty. 

Under the conditions of the t'sr- 
negle United Kingdom Trust, nnj com- 
poser who ha* received hii award in 
ono of their unnuuj competitions Is nol 
illglhle to receive another until two 
years have elapsed. So. as far ns 
puhllc/ttlon of In ■ works by the trust 
In concerned. Herbert lloivells Is "with- 
out bounds" at present, but In the 
iuteresln of Hrltlsh music the Carnegie 
Trustees have offered to have suffi 
rient choial and orchestral ..parla 
copied of Hon ells' setting of "Sir 
Patrick Spent" to enable u perform- 
ance of the work to be given. This 
In a mutter fur congratulation all 
round, since the work which now be- 
comes available for public perform- 
aticc contains some of Howell's most 
powerful and original mimic,

BOOKLET ISSUED. 



Several Good Plans Are Ad- 
vanced To Solve Housing 
Problem. 



The appen ranee or an official publi- 
cation by the Imperial Ministry of 
health entitled "Housing" has caused 
a good deal of comment, some regard-. 
Ing It as unnecessary, others as a pro- 
gressive atep Indicative of the desire of 
the Ministry to 1st the public know 
whnt It going on. One ot the most 
useful sections of the paper Is that 
given points arising In the Ministry's 
correspondence. The question and the 
reply arc both printed, so that the In- 
formation Is available for all. Des- 
criptions and plans of new garden au- 
biirba. notices of exhibitions, of the 
employment of new materials, notet 
no new books, and a list or periodicals 
dealing with building and housing ore 
comprised In this new government 
publication, which, opens with a fore- 
word by Dr. C. Addison, President of 
the Ministry of Health, urging a united 
rf furt to establish good housing condi- 
tions In boLh town and country. 

The activity of local authorities la 
well reflected In tho figures of the lost 
week. Peace celebrations have not In 
torfercd with progress, and 38,000 acres 
are now either approved as .«lté-, or 
arc under consideration hy tho cen- 
tral authorities on bousing. 

Now that each area has its "housing 
commissioner," the vexed question of 
finding material Is being dealt with 
satisfactorily. Local «uppIIoh. trans- 
port and labor nre all the concern of 
a "production officer." It Is already 
abundantly evident that the services 
of every man in the building labor 
world will be required for years to 
come, so that wages are likely to re- 
main at a high average. 

Tho raising of loans for financing 
housing schemes Is more popular In 
tho north of Great Britain thnn In the 
south. Short-term loans, In many dis- 
tricts, nre a well trusted menns of In- 
vestment. They ore Issued In multi- 
ples from £20 to £100 at a fixed rate 
of interest, end mny be withdrawn at 
notice on cither side. 

A good deal of education still re- J 
three or six months' or even longer, 
quires to be done upon the whole qucs-| 
Hon of local Interest In housing, to- 
gether with this very subject of fin-j 
ance. If once a neighborhood Is given! 
a through grasp of the economical and 
social value of good housing, the rest 
follows. It Is a suspicious notion that 
"somebody Is going to get something i 
out of It." that must be combated, and 
a sense if local responsibility put In 
Its place. Clubs and Instatutos. citi- 
zens' associations, adult schools, and, 
nil tho machinery of voluntary effort 
will do well to make "housing" the' 
great subject for the winter's work. It. 
Is, besides, one that lends Itself ns a: 
basis for so much that Is of Interest,; 
such as local history and archaeology,; 
as well as the natural resources of the 
country. 

Though tho preceduro of town plan- 
ning was In pre-war days "hopelessly 
dilatory and expensive." to quote Dr. 
Addison, it is equally certain that in 
the future tho rebuilding of cities and 
villages, old and new, will be Judged 
by the method and plan adopted rather 
Ihun by any feverish desire lo get tho 



"Plan a.id lay-out" caiahiliihea us a 
vltnl preliminary of any bulldtns. hut 
It has been worth all the effort ex- 
pended. 

It Is auto a growing conviction thnt 
education Is forcing up the Mandant 
of housing. There must be a room 
in which it Is possible to be quiet. Just 
us there must be provision for the 
housewife'a necessities, whlcii shall en- 
uble her to enjoy some tnensuro of rest 
and recreation. 

There seems some prospect of uti- 
lising many of the government bunga- 
low huts, erected during the war. ns a 
trmpornry measure until the housing 
shortage can lie overtaken. When 
these nre asbestoa lined. they arc 
healthy an comfortable, while the 
size of the rooms und tho general ac- 
commodation is excellent. A model Is 
on view in the Horse Guards Parade. 
The life of 'hese huts Is anything from 
IS to Î0 years. Properly safeguarded 
by local authorities, huts obviously af- 
ford an admirable escape from a pro- 
nounced difficulty. 

Meanwhile the London County Coun- 
cil and the city corporation ure dis- 
cussing their inrgc' schemes, and an 
offer from lx>rd Northampton to dis- 
pose of nil his interest In the land and 
houses of a large site In Islington. In 
the north of London, will osslst a very 
congested district. 

One the most Interesting Items of 
news oomes from tho "Swanpool" gar- 
den suburb at Lincoln, organised by a 
public utility society. A communal 
centralized station la being built for the 
provision of electricity for heating, 
lighting, cooklnz, and th« domestic hot- 
water supply. A wcokly charge will 
bo made to each tenant, nml many 
prospective occupiers have estimated 
lhat the saving of fuel and the great 
cleanliness insured from this commun- 
al sy-' itrt will amply repay the chnrge 
Incurred. Modern Invention must be 
looked to for the solving of these In- 
dispensable necessities In the future, 
and the oare" I grouping of houses 
alone an Insure the employment of 
these modern facilities upon such n 
scale as to render them general n,nd 
financially possible.
